It 
will only slow the whole process down. If you ordered before Jan. 5th and 
don't receive your kit in 2 or 3 weeks, then start the process of inquiry. 
Jim is shipping the kits, first in, first out. He has over 160 of them 
mailed, that is super human effort on his part. 


And by the way, PLEASE, PLEASE, PLEASE include a self addressed mailing 
label with your orders. It is a tremendous help to Jim. That way all that 
he has to do is stuff grab a padded mailing envelope, stamp it with NorCal's 
return address, add a manual in the padded envelope, insert the parts bag, 
add the circuit board, seal the envelope, staple the envelope, and then add 
the label. Otherwise he has to hand write your name and address.

Read your messages about AOL with interest. Hard to believe but then have 
been with Compuserve for years (note the "vanity" early 3 digit suffix on 
my Compuserve Email number) got really great service from them, but then of 
course I never tried to leave Compuserve <g>. Might have been a different 
story had I tried to exit Csi. 


The plan was just to add AOL, not quit Compuserve. Never a single busy signal 
in years with Compuserve. The Compuserve ID number format of xxxxx.yyy is 
because Xxxxx represents a "project", and the .yyy is the user tag for each 
project team member. Compuserve started out as an online service for 
businesses who had project teams whose members were widely separated to have 
a way to brainstorm together, but not at exactly the same time. Only 3 digits 
in my .yyy suffix because its an old "vanity" number, I've used Csi so long. 


BTW, AOL seemed fantastic during the 30 day free trial. When I had access I 
loved the service. Believe it or not if AOL could offer me _either_ good 
access or a refund, then despite all this hassle I would take the good 
access, not the refund. I really did like AOL a lot when I could get there 
from here. 


On their "billing" 800 line AOL's canned welcome message begins by 
apologizing for all the access problems they are having. The message goes on 


to say that in two months they will have installed 12,000 new modems an 
increase of 25%. Several of their 800 numbers begin by playing a similar 
apology message. Problem is got connected I think twice in 22 days at 20 
attempts per night. 2 out over 400 attempts. The promised 25% increase coming 
later seems way to little increase to handle the new overload. 


Reason for the sudden access problem is that AOL's new unlimited access plan 
first went in effect in December '96, right when I signed up to AOL. 


The whole idea of thread is to give QRP-L members something to consider when 
choosing Email and Internet provider. The moral being that paying one month 
at a time puts the user at little risk compared to that mouse click of mine 
that got me two years in advance. By the way, right after doing the click 
there was no screen asking to verify the choice I had just made, one single 
click and that was it. Another moral for everyone being to think before 
clicking in the computer age, because you may only have one click coming 
before its a done deal. In the old low-tech days it took longer to sign your 
whole name.

It appears that fox hunting has lately turned into a real "dig ‘em out 
of the noise" weak signal excersize. 


I recently purchased 4 MF10CC switched capacitor ICs ($4.95 DC 
electronics). 


I would like use them to build an audio filter that has two notch 
filters, and an adjustable three stage lowpass and three stage 
highpass filters. 


This would allow me to move the upper and lower skirts to reduce QRM, 
and a pair of notches to reduce really close in interferers. 


I have the data sheets on this part, which gives the design equations. 
The notch filters are not a problem. However, it appears that I need 
to know the Q and fo/fc ratio for each of the three high pass and low 
pass stages. 


I think I want this data for a Butterworth filter (vs the steeper 
Chevyshev) in order to minimize ring. 


I have filter design programs for RC active filters, but I could not 


see how I could work backwards from the RC components given to get the 
data I need for the switched capacitor filters. 


Anyone have these numbers?

I have created a Windows Paint file (.BMP file) that contains the 
dimensions for the cabinet of the LDG QRO autotuner (high power) kit. 
Someone on this list requested it, and I sent it out to him. Got to 
thinking more of you might be interested. 


I used the .BMP format, since I figured not all of us have CAD software 
to read in the file. If you have Windows, you can view / print it out. So 
it is not the most beautiful drawing in the world, but it does have all 
of the pertinent dimensions for the front, rear, and bottom panels. 


This, of course is for the Radio Shack cabinet, pn. 270-274, size is: 

3 1/16 x 8 1/4 x 6 1/8". $12.99 US. And it is just the perfect size for 
the PCB and is easy to work with, but not too flimsy. If you can measure 
and drill, you'll be OK. The final touch is to apply dry transfers for 
the controls , switches, and connections. Then, a protective coat of 
clear spray finish protects the dry transfers. 


I took the measurements right from my unit, so unless LDG has changed the 
PCB design, it should be accurate. 


This might save a couple of bucks for those of you would don't mind 
"rolling your own enclosures". If anyone is interested, email me. If 
there is enough interest, I may ask someone to put it up on their web 
page, as I currently don't have one.

Tom asked - 


"These N100Q RX postings are intended to be a learning exercise for the 
QRP-L folks, so if you have questions or comments, post them! How's the 
level of detail? Too much or too little?" 


Tom - I like your posts. I don't always read all of them, but if you are 
discussing a topic of interest to me I usually read it. I always skim them. 
Good stuff. When you are finished with them all I propose you put them ina 
single file and make it available to FTP. 


I have a question about your IF filters and gain distribution. I assume 
from your posts that you are using two IF filter bandwidths, one for CW and 
one for SSB. How are you normalizing the gain through the filters, or maybe 
I should ask are you normalizing the gain through the filters? There are at 
least two ways to do this, one is to adjust the gain so that the signal 
strength is the same through the filters. This will have the effect of 
lowering the noise when using the CW filter. The second method is to adjust 
the gain so that the integrated noise is the same through the filters, this 
will have the effect of increasing the signal strength when using the CW 
filter. This technique of normalizing the gain so that the noise is the 


same seems to be the most transparent to the user, that is unless there is 
a signal present there is no indication to the user that the bandwidth has 
changed. Sherwood touches on this subject in his December 1977 Ham Radio 
article. Most commercial rigs do not normalize at all which results in both 
the noise and signal changing when bandwidths are changed. This 
normalization would require an additional IF amplifier for the CW filter.

Good quality. Jim and Doug did a great job of packing. 


4. It took me less than 3 hrs to finish. Not giving out the 
exact time ‘cuz it's not a race. Take your time and do the 
best job that you can do. It' how long it takes to debug 
that really counts. My debug time is 0.0 seconds. It came 
up first time and cap was just about right for the max 
signal in the receiver. 


I substitued a 6.2uH choke for L1 instead of the 4.7uH supplied 
with the kit. This gave me a tuning range of 10.100MHz to 10.122MHz. 


Board is 3x4" and with all the parts on the board weighs in a 1.80z 
before the tuning, RF gain, stereo connectors and I haven't installed 
the TiCK chip etc. That's tomorrow nights project. 


I even took a couple of breaks to check on the fox but not heard here. 
Next week for sure. :-) TX breaking out in the lead again. 


OK, I'll be hanging around 10.116 or so each evening as soon as I 

get home hoping for a first 38 to 38 QSO. #41 will be left stock. 

#2 will go with the IRF510 upgrade to 2W or so. I'm gonna go with 
the TenTec TP-41 case, roomy but not too large. 


Updates as they occur. 


I thought it humorous that the question came up on pricing for the 
board and Doug came back with the $25 price. :-) I don't think 
anyone can populate the board any cheaper than what Doug et.al. 
provide. My time and gas is much too valuable to even consider 


going out to gather all the parts. Few of us ( I personally 
have a lifetime supply of 1/4W resistors with over 11,000 in 
stock in the ‘junk box') will have everything in the shack to 
do this. Crystals are gonna be tough to find and match or 
time to mailorder. So my personal recommendation is get a 
good deal and buy the whole kit. Hey. $25 + $3 S&H is the 
best deal around right now. IMHO. I don't get any kickback 
for this. 


I think it is great that over 500 people thought enough of 
the NorCal project to shell out the coin and order one. 

I know that I got my money's worth and look forward to 

the number of 38 to 38 QSOs we can generate in the coming 
years. See you on 30 soon.

My first posting in '97, so a belated Happy New Year to everyone on the list. 


I have here a couple of sixties (?) vintage Wireless Set 128s. These are 
battery-valve (sorry, tube) transmitter-receivers covering 2 to 8MHz and 
were perhaps the last of the British "spy" sets to use thermionics 
throughout. The WS128 transmitter has a round milliammeter to indicate plate 
current. It has spots of sinister-looking paint on the face and a line of 
similar on the needle. I gave both of mine the dark room test and neither 
showed any sign of glow. I took them to work and they both failed the 
silence test when shown to a crackling machine. Just because the paint 
doesn't glow, that does NOT mean it isn't radioactive. If at all possible, 
have someone go over the gear with a Geiger counter or ratemeter. If in 
doubt, assume it's hot. I think the phosphor loses its glow long before the 
isotope loses its crackle. If I can find some quiet meters to fit the holes, 
I'll buy them.

NOTHING said that you have to have one 
of their radios, only that you want the part and cost to order a 
replacement part. Let them do the minimum ordering from Clarostat or 
whomever to meet their demands. I got mine for $6.15 plus shipping, 
its a 10K/10K. Depending on whose you buy and which one ( AF/RF 
or SQUELCH/RIT) you may get an on-off switch with it. I chose not 
too as I wanted a lit panel switch. Try Icom or Kenwood theirs are just 
about right, I know. Gud Luck!

I tried to use one to set a VFO exactly on frequency. I used two 
pieces of enamel wire, one 20 gauge to ground, the other a lighter 28 
gauge wrapped around it. 


This did not work for me, as it was to mechanically unstable. 
"No, problem" I thought, "Just secure it with super glue". 


I found that super glue has got to be one of the worst dielectrics in 
the world. The VFO stability degraded tremendously until I yanked the 
whole thing out. 


I suppose I could have wrapped it tightly in plumbers Teflon tape. 
That stuff does wonders for stabilizing windings on VFO coils, but I 
after my initial experience, I gave up on gimmick caps. 


I find small value glass trimmer work best for such applications. I 
find that with fixed N and NPO capacitors I can get within 2 to 4 pf 
quite easily.

I checked with my friend Bert, WA10, who is an engineer at the Army Corps of 
Engineers Cold Regions Research and Engineering Lab in Hanover, N.H. His 
specialty is geophysical radars that measure the depth of ice and snow. He says 
there should be no effect. The only way you might see an effect would be at UHF 
frequencies and with a very high water content in the snow.
